SEATTLE, WASH., June a—Death

They met 
their fate m the British Columbia 
wilds from hunger, freezing, accident 
and disease. 


The shocking news is brought by the 


steamer Laurada, which arrived yes- 
terday 
from 
Wrangel and 
other 


Alaskan ports. The officers of the boat 
report that 00 men alone perished in 
tho Great Slavo Lake, Twenty others 
met watery graves in the rapids of 
Mud and Lake rivers. A score at least 
succumbed to the arctic oold, while 
scurvy carried o3 25 others. The 
number 
who, lost in 
the woods, 


perished from exposure is not known, 
but approximates two dozen, and still 
the list of fatalities is considered in- 
complete. One grim fact is that the 
bodies of a score of men who died o1 


exposure have been found. 


The details were told last week at 


Wrangel by men who were almost 
dead themselves after a year of suffer- 
ing in the interior. Only the strongest 
get through to the coast and hundreds 
of others are still in danger.

Storer, the United States minister to 
Spain, has disappeared. The state de- 
partment has received no notice of hie 
reception by the Spanish government 
and is in iguorauco of his where- 
abouts. He has not been heard from 
for

Washington 


officials are considerably 
concerned 


about him. 


It was admitted by Secretary Hay 


that the minister was "officially lost" 
and that any informationwhioh would 
lead to the discovery of his where- 
abouts would bo thankfully received. 


When Minister Storer was trans- 


erred from Belgium to Spain he was 
instructed to proceed to Madrid at bis 
earliest convenience. Nearly a month 
ago he cabled the department that he 
had left Antwerp for Paris and inti- 
mated that he would proceed thence 
to the Spanish capital almost imme- 
diately. This,was the last communica- 
tion received from Mr. Storer. 


Abduction. 


Iu commenting on Mr. Storer's dis 


appearance an official of the state de- 
partment said: 


"It is hardly probable that Mr. 


Storer has been kipnaped by Spanish 
brigands, although that is one way of 
accounting for his silence. At such a 
time as this, when perfect harmony 
should inaugurate the resumption of 
friendship between the United States 
and Spain, and inasmuch as it was 
the general understanding that the 
credentials should be presented simul- 
taneously, which plan was proposed by 
Minister Storer himself, it is hardly 
probable that he would postpone his 
appearance at Madrid without some 
good reason, and of which he would 
undoubtedly have informed the de- 
partment 


'' The lower class of Spaniards—the 


class that would stoop to crime—are 
what might be termed 'hard losers' 
and are not given to forget and for- 
give.- It is just possible that a secret 
band of these people may have under- 
taken to 
nvonge 
themselves upon 


America by preventing her representa- 
tive from appearing in modest triumph 
at the court of Spain. "

Now in Custody at Prescott, Ari. 


A. H. Harris of this cijjjr had learned 


the particulars concerning the murder 
of his brother, FrancisJP. Harris, at 
Ash Fork, Arizona.

occurred oil May 24. Several days ago 
mention of the tragedy was made iu 
this paper and it ia now learned that

murderer, a 
Mexican 
named 


Amador Luooro, has been captured. 


The particulars arfl given in letters 


from J. Van Slypk, the agent for the 
Sante Fe railroad at Ash Fork, to Z. 
W. Harris of Champaign, 
The agent 


writes that Mr. Harris was employed 
as a section boss for the road and that 
he had moved into a small cabin at 
the outskirts of the town and was 
living there alone. On the mcrning 
oi May 24 he did not come to work 
and an investigation developed the 
fact that he had been murdered. His 
body waa found behind the door as 
though he had been attacked jnat as 
he entered the room and started to 
light his lamp. There was six big 
gashes on hia head, apparently in- 
flicted by a hatchet or piece of iroa. 
His loaded revolver, coat and so:ue 
other articles were on the table where 
they had been placed aa he entered th° 
house. The room wan not disturbed 
and nothing had been taken excepting 
Mr. Hams' watch and pockotboak. 
Lncero, the Mexican laborer, had been 
discharged by Harris several days bo- 
fare the murder and ha was suspected 
of having committed the crime.

was later learned that the Mexican 
had tried to sell a watch which au- 
swerad the description of tne one 
token from Harris and had left the 
place. A few days ago he was arrested 
and is now in the Presoott jail await- 
ing the action of the grand jury which 
meets this week.

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HAINES AND STABLER. 


The; late Elijah M. Haines was a 


character in Illinois politics. Ho was 
three times elected speaker of the 
Illinois general assembly as an inde- 
pendent holding the balance of power 
between the Democrats and Republi- 
cans, 
lu each case he forced tho 


Democrats to come to his standard. 
In the 34th general 
assembly tho 


Democrats bad 70 members in the 
house without Haiues and 77 with 
HaiuoB. Seventy-seven being a quorum 
of that body they could do nothing 
without Haines. In this case, how- 
ever, Hainos had been elected as u 
Democrat and they counted 011 his 
vote. The caucus chose E. M. Croak- 
rite for speaker and E. M. Ilainos for 
temporary speaker. 
After 
he was 


elected temporary speaker he refused 
to vote for Croukrite and therefore 
Oronkrite could not be elected speaker 
und Haines usurped tho functions ot 
peaker. This angered the Democrats 
to snoh a degree that they blocked all 
legislation for weeks, not even per- 
mitting the canvas of tho votes for 
state officers. 
They also declared they 


wonld never vote to make Haincs 
speaker. 
They, however, 
changed 


their minds and finally elected him 
speaker. 
Dnriug this time Hames 


almost daily in a facetious way called 
attention to tho fact that he was 
a Democrat and yet he had thus tar 
failed to convince his side of tho 
honse that he was in reality a Demo- 
crat. He called their attention to tho 
fact that when they wanted him to 
vote for Cronkrite they told him it 
was his duty to vote for him as a 
Democrat, but when he wanted them 
to vote for him they objected because 
ho was not » Democrat 
It was one of 


the most ^ridiculous proceedings .that 
ever took place In the Illinois genera1 


assembly. It was the sequel to Demo- 
cratic duplicity and stupidity. 


As a fiasco it has but one parallel. 


That is furnished in the late city cam- 
paign, which resulted in the election 
of George A. Stodler to the mayoralty 
aud the proceedings in tho Democratic 
ranks since bis election. Stadler was 
an independent Democrat. In other 
words he was opposed to the 1C to 1 
S' dlncy of his party, put out m 1S9C to 
catch votes with. He was a gold 
Democrat. The Republican reformers 
wanted an independent Democrat as a 
candidate for mayor. The Democratic 
campaigners consented to this and Mr. 
Stadler was selected as the candidate 
of these factions, the Democratic cam- 
paigners and their official organ an- 
nouncing they wanted reform in tho 
city administration. On the surface 
this was their proposition but under 
the cover they meant to deceive the 
people. 
They expected to 
control 


Stadler after the election in case ho 
won and send the Republican re- 
formers to the roar. 


Unexpectedly to them Mr. Stadler 


published his platform, in which he 
clearly declared his purpose to enforce 
the law as to the closing of saloons 
and to abolish gambling and the social 
evil 
This was the first rock tho 


"push" struck, but it swallowed tho 
dote and did its best to prevent mak- 
ing a wry face. 
To prevent accident 


one Democratic organ published the 
ticket as the "Democratic ticket," 
while the other Democratic organ pub- 
lished tho ticket as the "citizens' 
ticket" To ease the conscience of 
tho reform Republicans the "push" 
proclaimed ou all occasions there was 
no politics in it—that if Stadler was 
elected his appointments wonld be 
made in the "interests of reform," 
without reference to the politics of 
the appointee. Had they etuck to this 
after Startler's election there would 
have been no trouble. But they were 
hyprocritieal. If Stadler played into 
their hands ho wonld be a good Demo- 
crat If be did not then he would be 
no Democrat at all. As soon as he 
•was elected they demanded the ap- 
pointment of Democrats only and only 
such Democrats as they selected. This 
the mayor refused to accede to and 


• from that time on he has 
beeu 


placarded among the faithful as no 
Democrat and their interest in "re- 
form" has ended inglorionaly. 
Their 


highest ambition 
now is to make 


trouble for the mayor. 
They propose 


to enjoin the payment of his salary, 
which under a new ordinance has beeu 
made $1500. 
The salary 
and the 


passage of the ordinance would have 
been all right if tho mayor had yielded 
to their dictation. 
They have talked 


about reading him oat of the party 
by resolution and it would not be sur- 
prising if they issued some sort of a 
bull against him. Haiues held on to 
the speakership and Stadler will hold 
ou as mayor. 


should have been done as one of the 
very first acts of the present adminis- 
tration. The new order of the presi- 
dent is endorsed by the voters of the 
country no matter what mugwumps 
may say. 


The Democratic "pni^i," so it is re- 


ported, felt "impelled" to ask for au 
injunction restraining the mayor from 
drawing his salary under the recent 
ordinance fixing it at $1500 per annum, 
to protect themselves as reformers, 
from the imputation of being "salary 
grabbers. " It is rnoro likely that tho 
"push" wants to save itself from the 
responsibilities lor the reforms in- 
augurated by tho mayor. The push 
never intended to have any reform 
but it moukeyed with the buzz saw of 
deception until it got its fingers and a 
few toea lacerated by accident just as 
the party as a whole did when it 
carried the country in 1892 by making 
the business of tho people on issue 
and prostrated tho business of the 
country. 


During tho city campaign some of 


the 
Democratic 
campaigners dis- 


covered a class of Democrats whom 
they called the "low class Demo- 
crats." It transpires that the low 
class Democrats, as the result of the 
election, do not so much as experience 
tho roll of a single wave of sorrow 
across their peaceful breasts, while 
tho high cla&s Democrats are prepar- 
ing to appeal to tho court to protect 
them from themselves. 
Moral: It 


you aro a Democrat at all you had 
bolter aspiro to boa "low cjass Demo- 
crat. '' 


While they never meant to havo it 


so the Democratic "push" of this city 
is np against the fact that its plat, 
form, as to the strict enforcement of 
the ordinances regulating saloons and 
closing gambling houses, is destined 
to bo au exception, as it is likely it 
will bo enforced unless tho people 
cusiuge their minds and demand a 
more liberal application of the law.

SPOKE GREEK AT HIS BIRTH. 


Story Told of Arthur Twlnlnc Bad- 


ley, the Hew President of 


Arthur Twining Hadley, who has r» 
cently been elected to succeed Tim- 
othy Dwight aa president at Yal« 
university, is the son of the late 
Prof. James Hadley, of Yale, whosi 
name la more or less pleasantly as- 
sociated in the minds of students o! 
the ancient Greek language and litera- 
ture for the last 30 years as the a*thoi 
of a grammar of that wonderful 
tongue. The younger Hadley was « 
student from the cradle, always stand 
ing at the head of his class. He was th« 
valedictorian of the class of '76 a) 
Yale. He might have said of himself 
as did John Stuart Mill, that he could 
not remember the time when he did not 
know Greek. 


In his undergraduate days, says th« 


Chicago Chronicle, this story was cur 
rent as showing his precocity: Whei 
he was born the infant gasped almost 
Instantly the Greek word, "Krehomai," 
which Is usually translated "I come,' 
sometimes "I have aome," although it 
is of the present tense. Prof. Hadlej 
smiled -with pride at this evidence o! 
heredity, patted the infant on the bad 
and mildly corrected him by saying: 
"Elthon," another tense of the same 
verb, known as the "second aorist," an<! 
expressing to the ancient Athenian th« 
idea of indefinite past time.

The Reconstruction of Cuba and Its 


Difficulties. 


B»w tke Warlc I» Oolaff OB C«*e 


the America* Military Goveracr

Brooke, 


Anyone who had a share in the work 


of reconstruction in the south after our 
sivil war knows the monumental laboi 
involved in the transmission from chaos 
to order which that work entailed. The 
situation to-day in Cuba is very similar 
to the reconstruction period in the 
south. 


Gen. Brooke, the military governor of 


Cuba, arrived in Havana a few daye 
before the first of the year, and had hit 
headquarters for about ten days at the 
Hotel Inglaterra. It was his original In- 
tention to have gone immediately to the 
captain, general's palace after Gen. Cos- 
tellanos and his staff had departed, but 
the filthy condition of the building com- 
pelled him to give tip the idea until it 
could be thoroughly cleaned. The quar- 
ters at the Inglaterra proving inade- 
quate to carry on the work of admin- 
istration properly, he removed'to the 
Hotel Trotcha, the old quarters of the 
evacuation commission. It is situated 
m, the Vedado, a suburb of Havana, 
nearly four miles from the heart of the 
city. The Vedado is a beautiful palace, 
full of handsome villas and tropical gar- 
dene belonging to the wealthier class 
of the city. It stretches along the shore 
of the sea for a considerable distance, 
and its elevated position enables one, on 
a clear day, to see plainly the roofs and 
spires of Havana. 
It is reached by 


means of a superannuated steam dum- 
my and a couple of cars, likewise aged, 
leaving the foot of the Prado every half 
bour. The Hotel Trotcha was celebra- 
ted in former days for being the ulti- 
mate destination of newly-married 
couples of Havana and the surrounding 
country, who came there to spend their 
honeymoon. No more unlikely place 
in the world could be imagined as the 
seat of government of an island the size 
of Cuba than this one-story frame build- 
ing in the midst of country houses and 
•weet-smelling gardens. 


From eight a. m. to six p. m., broken 


only by an hour for luncheon, Gen. 
Brooke sits in a liliputian room, receiv- 
ing all sorts and conditions of people, 
who have infinite faith in the general's 
capacity to help them in all their trou- 
bles. It is one steady stream pouring 
Into his office morning and.afternoon; 
and it is only the watchful care of some 
of his personal staff, who are in front 
and inquire of each one their particular 
business, that prevents his time being 
taken up unnecessarily. 


One of his staff is the celcbratec 


scout, Capt. E. D. Campbell, who served 
under Sheridan during the civil war. 
and whose exploits in the Indian coun- 
try are well known throughout the 
army. He takes a sort of paternal in- 
terest in Qen. Brooke, and woe betide 
the man who says a word derogatory to 
his chief! It is rnther amusing to re- 
main in the reception hall and note the 
people who are awaiting an audience 
with the governor. Two Cuban priests 
in their shovel hats and long gowns, are 
seated at a table, chatting away in an 
amiable manner and apparently in no 
great hurry to be off. They have come 
simply to pay their respects to the gov- 
ernor, and are compelled to wait two 
hours until he is free. Some distance 
away, also seated, is a lady with an anx- 
ious look on her face that seems to in- 
crease with each minute's wait. She 
Is the owner of two houses occupied by 
a number of recalcitrant Cubans, who 
neither pay rent nor are willing to 
move. She has an idea that the gov 
ernor, with a stroke of his pen and 
sending two or three boys in blue, can 
adjust the matter in a jiffy. 


In former times it was done in just 


this manner by the Spanish captain gen 
eral, whose powers were absolute. It 
will be some time before the natives 
discover that the United States ha» 
court* of justice to settle affairs of thi« 
nature, and that the old days of "one- 
man power" have passed forever. In 
the corner of the hall are two well-set- 
op men talking in low tones, and re- 
ferring from time to time to papers 
which the larger one carries. They are 
capitalists interested in some govern- 
ment contracts, and wish to consult 
perhaps with Gen. Brooke regarding 
the terms of their fulfillment. Then 
there are always to be found a number 
of army officers just arrived in Havana 
from the states or from other provinces, 
who, according to army etiquette, ore 
first required to pay their respects to 
the commanding general. And so the 
heterogeneous procession keeps on 
from day to day, interminable and un- 
ceasing-.—Collier's Weekly.

That we count 12 penes to the shilling 
and 20 shillings to the pound, 12 inches 
to the foot, 24 hours to the day, 360 de- 
grees of longitude around the equator, 
90 degrees of latitude from the equator 
to the pole and 60 miles to a degree, may 
also be traced to the same duodecimal 
Babylonian system 
of numeration, 


which originally reckoned 60 sheckels 
to the znina and 60 minas'to the talent, 
A^ these numbers are factors or mul- 
tiples of the saros or 60. Our measures 
»f time, money, of linear and angular 
space, are all derived from the Greeks. 
iriso obtained them from the Baby- 
fontans, probably through the Phoe- 
nfoiaai.—Notes and Queries.

MILL OWNED BY NEGROE& 


IB It White People Are Employed to 


luitrnct the Colored 


Labor. 


Sixty hands are now daily employed 


in the mill of the Coleman Manufac- 
turing company at Concord, N. C., plac- 
ing the machinery and getting the mill 
ready to begin work. This is tha mill 
organized by colored people and to be 
operated by colored labor, says the 
.\fanufacturerf,' Kecord, of Baltimore. 
Warren C. Coleman, the secretary and 
treasurer, was instrumental in placing 
the stock, the bulk of which was sub- 
scribed by colored people. The capital 
stock is $50,000. Tha mill building is 
?0 by 120, three stories, with a tower 
four stories nnd n chimney 20 by 100 
feet, all neatly painted nnd white- 
washed. A waterworks system has 
been built in connection with the mill, 
the source of supply being a spring 
1,100 
feet distant. The company owns 


100 neres of land adjoining the mill. 
J. C. Speckin, of Indianapolis, is super- 
Intending the placing of a 200-horse 
power Corliss engine and two 100-horse 
power boilers. 


When the mill begins 
operations 


white people will be employed to in- 
struct the colored labor. The mill and 
its equipment cost about $65,000. It 
tvill operate 7,000 spindles and 
100 


looms. All its officers are colored. By 
its charter it will be sllowed to spin, 
weave, manufacture, finish and sell 
warps, yarns, cloth, prints or other 
fabrics made of cotton, wool or other 
material.

believe the warehouse laws of onr 
great grain producing state are against 
the welfare of the producers of not 
only this state, but against all pro 
dacors; these laws permitting public 
warehousemen to hoard vast quanti- 
ties of grain in their elevators, aud 
then selling futures against their hold- 
iugs depress the prices of grain; and 


' Whereas, Wo, the grain dealers, in 


convention assembled feel that further 
warfare against these injurious laws 
should be carried on by those most 
seriously affected, whish in onr judg- 
ment are the farmers; therefore, be it 


"Resolved, 
That 
we, the grain 


dealers, 
in 
convention assembled, 


appeal to the farmers throughout this 
stnte to make an organized effort to 
lave our warehouse laws so amended 
that it will be impossible for a few 
public warehousemen, ai ded by rail- 
roads aud professional speculators, to 
control prices of farm products; be it 
further 


1 Resolved, That we stand ready and 


willing to assist them in any of thoir 


efforts, but it is the sense of tbo grain 
dealers that it is the farmer primarily, 
not the country buyers who should be 
the aggressive parties in the agitation 
of this warehouse question. "
